The text of the Hancock County 
grand jury report, signed by fore- 
.man Ben Hülle Jr, follows: 


We, the Grand Jury, having 
been duly empaneled, sworn and 
charged, for the term aforesaid 
and the court aforesaid, have been 
in session for three days, during 
which time we have investigated 
15 cases, have heard 45 witnesses 
and have returned 8 true indict- 
ments. 

We have inspected the county 
jail and found it to be clean and 
well kept, though somewhat in a 
crowded condition. We want to 
call the attention of the proper 
authorities, however, to the fact 
that there is a bad leak in the 
roof of the building which should 
‘be repaired as soon as possible 
and to the further fact that an 
electric fan presently located in 
cne of the passageways to the jail 
constitutes a safety hazard in its 
present condition due to the lack 
of proper screesing or sheating 
about the blades. 

We have, likewise, visited the 
county home and found it to be 
in excellent condition and being 
well managed. 

We inspected the Hancock 
County General Hospital, and we 
were impressed by its clean con- 
dition and excellent management. 
However, we note the need for a 
pump house or enclosure for the 
water pump located there, as well 
as the need for additional storage 
space. We are informed that 
funds are presently available to 
meet these needs, and we strong- 
ly urge that the board of super- 
visors make the necessary altera- 
tions for this construction. We 
further note’ the need for addi- 
tiomal offica onara at the hasnital 
and request that the board of su- 
pervisors authorize the expansion 
of present office facilities into a 
portion of the present colored 
waiting room. which space is 
more than adequate to the needs 
ef the colored ward.

If you notice any of them in your 

car, tell your Shell dealer.

1. Mushy brakes, When your car is 
standing still, push your brake pedal 
down with a. firm, steady pressure. If 
the pedal feéls soft and sinks all the way 
to the floor board, you've got trouble 
that should be:fixed right away. Could 
be a leakinig-wheel cylinder. Or, more 
likely, a leaky‘taaster brake cylinder. 

A well-trained Shell dealer can track 
‘down brake troubles quickly. 


2. Wandering wheels. If your front 
tires show more wear on one side of the 
tread than the other,-your wheel align- 
_ ment is probably at fault. 
Note: an out-of-line wheel drags at 
an angle to the line of travel —can 
increase tire weat-up to 50 per cent. 
Be sure to discuss rigors of uneven tire 
wear with your Shell dealer. 
3. Jiggly front end. Put your foot on 


either bumper, and shove down hard. If 
your car bobs up and ‘down for a long 
time, ask your Shell: service man to 
check your shock absorbers. 


4. Decrepit tail pipe. If your tail pipe 
is rusted through in spots, it should be 
replaced. Same thing for your muffler. 
A worn-out exhaust system can make 
your car roar like a wounded hippo.

haust fumes seeping into the passenger 
compartment.

5. “Bloated” radiator hose. Inspect all 
of the rubber hoses that interconnect 
your cooling system. If they are cracked 
or swollen, they can fail at any time 
and cause your engine to overheat.

6. Marred windshield. Feel the blades 
on your windshield wipers. If they're 
hard, they can scar the glass. If they're 
frayed, they can streak it.

8. Under-the-hood clues. You can learn 
a lot just by looking at your engine. 
Watch for oil, fuel or water leaks. Even 
tiny leaks can lead to big trouble later 
on. You can also make a quick visual 
check of wiring and electrical connec- 
tions. If wires are hanging loose — or 
insulation has worn away—see your

9. Sluggish battery. If your engine 
turns over more slowly than usual when 
you start up, an inspection of your elec- 
trical system is in order. 

A run-down battery is usually the 
cause of starting problems. But the real 
trouble may be elsewhere. Something 
as simple as a loose battery connection 
can do it. Or your voltage regulator may 
need a minor adjustment. Play safe and 
tell your Shell service man. 


10. Oil-streaked sidewalls, It may take 
a bit of back bending, but it’s worth 
the effort to check the side of your 
tires you seldom see—the side facing 
in. Look for signs of leaking fluid on 
the tire walls. Could be a leaking brake 
cylinder, or faulty oil seals on the rear 
wheels. Both can be serious.

Miss. Delegation Act 
On Legislation To Assure 
Refinery In Mississippi 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Three 
meinbers of the Mississippi Con- 
gressional Delegation moved swift- 
ly on legislation to deepen the 
Pascagoula Harbor to assure lo- 
cation of the proposed $128 midl- 
lion ofl refinery in Mississippi. 

Senator John Stennis, Congres 
man W. M. Colmer amd Congress- 
man Frank E. Smith said here to 
day they had started action in 
the Senate and House Committee 
on Public Works to authorize the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers to survey 
the harbor deepening proposal 
for feasibility and cost estimates. 

The Stennis-ColmerSmith move 
was made as Mississippi legisla- 
ture, in special session assembled, 
voted to provide constitutional 
changes to open the way for the 
location of the big refinery. 

Stennis said the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Works adopted 
a resolution calling for the engi- 
neering survery. Likewise in the 
House, Colmer, assisted by Con- 
gressman Smith, a member of the 
committee, received approval of a 
similar resolution in that branch 
of the Congress. 

Engineers are now working on 
1 project approved earlier this 
vear to deepen the Pascagoula 
Harbor to 35 feet, but oil com- 
panies claim’ the harbor needs an 
additional five feet of depth to ac- 
eommodate oil tankers movement 
uf refined oil from the refinery to 
oversea markets, 

The three sald a proposal will 
be made to Congress to appropri- 
ate $30,000 for engineering sur- 
vey costs.
